Tux proposal made by Mr. Gladstone in the House 
of Commons on Monday evening, unlike that which 


related to the same subject in the House of Lords, 


was characterised by a reticence, and at the same 
time by a kind of protest which gave it an unpleasant 
distinction. Doubtless the expectation of decided 
opposition to the granting a dowry to Princess 
Louise made the task of the first Minister so difficult 


that not even his tact could approach it without some 
display of awkwardness. There was a. mixture of 
conciliation—almost of appeal—and of remonstrance 
about his utterances which, including the praises of 
the young lady whose claims he advocated, might 
well have had а touch of vulgarity in less skilful 
hands, since it is а very difficult matter indeed to 
praise Royalty without adulation; and to ask a 
House of Commons for a grant to which some 
members are reluctant to assent requires the utmost 
care, lest there should be presented to the world #he 
wretched spectacle of a Sovereign haggling for money 
with a people. ` 
There can Бе little doubt, however, that, with his 
true instinct, the First Minister took up the plain 
argument which goes furthest with Englishmen—the 
pleas of right and justice, no Jess than those of 
loyalty and admiration. That the proposal should 
meet with acceptance is in reality no more than her 
Majesty has reason to expect; and it would be but 
а churlish protest against established usage and the 
arrangement made with the nation to force on an oppo- 
sition forthe purpose of a degrading discussion because 
on the present occasion the hand. of the Princess has 
been given to a Peer of the realm instead of to a 
German Princeling. We are very much mistaken if 
the large number of the working classes of this 
country do not regard the marriage with satisfaction, 
because it is ап unintentional, but at the same 
time а remarkable, coincidence, that while Prussian 
aggression has become so detestable, and Ger- 
man -policy so suspicious, our alliances with 
Germany have been discontinued in favour of 
an English, or what is now the same thing, 
of a Scottish lover, and that a marriage of affection 
is regarded by the Queen as superiorto one of merely 
political import. It would, indeed, be a bad com- 
mentary on so popular an event if the dowry yielded 
to the claims of a twig of some high and dry German 
family tree were to be denied to the branch of the 
MacCallum More. The only admissible reason to be 
assigned for such a refusal, or even for a grudging 
discussion of the question, would be an objection to 
the contraction of marriage between a Princess of 
the Royal House and a subject of the realm. It сап 
hardly be supposed that in this case, at any rate, 
there can be any mischievous result. The Marquis 
of Lorn is not likely to be the head of a family of 
King-makers because of such an alliance. The 
children of such а union would be Peers, not 
Princes; and even should the precedent be 
imitated in time to come, there are those who 
вее in such alliances, not а restriction but an 
extension of the popular character of monarchy—

Whether such 
an arrangement would necessitate the restoration to 
the Sovereign of some of the Crown lands, or the 
grant of fresh estates, in order to provide a sufficient 
income, would be a relative question; but it is 
obvious, as Mr. Gladstone distinctly stated, that we 
cannot honourably reverse the understanding 
which was effected, by the wish of the people, 
between the Sovereign and the Parliament without 
previously making provision for the payment of some 
equivalent. As Mr. Gladstone clearly said, When 
we grant the Civil List at the commencement of a 
reign we do not grant it without an equivalent; we 
receive in return those lands which form the endow- 
ment of the Crown.” At the present moment the 
estates of the Crown have reached the sum which is 
paid from the Consolidated Fund to the credit of her 
Majesty. Under the Civil List Act, £385,000 is paid 
to her Majesty for the current year; and the net sum 
paid into the Exchequer from the proceeds of the 
Crown lands which were surrendered at the com- 
mencement of this reign wil be £385,000 also. But 
the Civil List does not, and never was intended to, 
include the provision for the Royal children after they 
became of age or the dowries on their marriage. It

THE ELECTIONS TO THE FRENCH 


NATIONAL ASSEMBLY, 

which has to decide the momentous question of 
“peace or war?" took place peaceably throughout 
the whole of France, on the 8th inst., Nice alone ex- 
cepted. There (where Garibaldi has been elected) 
“peace was broken by а demonstration in favour of 
reunion with Italy, which was only suppressed by 
calling in the military. 

The appeal to the nation has resulted in а general 
victory of the moderate party over the Reds and 
the Napoleonists. The Пако d'Aumale has been 


elected in the department of the Oise, and his. 


election has been proclaimed. He obtained 50,000 
out of 60,000 votes. In the department of La Manche 
the poll is headed by the Prince de Joinville, the 
numbers obtained by him being 97,634; while Count 
- Daru ted 75,827 votes. Despite the overwhelm- 
ing majority for the Prince de Joinville, the local 
officials, who had registered the votes іп his favour, 
declined to урана him returned, апа proclaimed 
instead M. Malicorne, who stood twelfth on the list. 
The proceedings have not passed without а strenuous 

'otest; and the supporters of the Prince do not 

oubt that the National Assembly will confirm the 
choice, nearly unanimous, of one of the most 
enlightened French departments. 

In Paris M. Louis Blanc heads the poll with 
102,000 votes. The other candidates stand in the

GERMAN VIEW OF THE ELECTIONS. 
The New Prussian (Cross) Gazette of Monday says 
that, to judge by the resülts of the elections, the re- 
sumption of the war is not to be expected, and there 
Ë жәнек any doubt that the armistice will be pro- 
onged.

у HORNBILLS AT THE “700.” 


THe birds right and left of our Engraving repre- 
sent a species of hornbill added a few years ago to 
the society’s collection. This is the wrinkled horn- 
bill (Buceros corrugatus), an inhabitant of Borneo 
and Sumatra, апа perhaps also of the Malayan penin- 
sula. This species is rarely to be seen, even pre- 
served in museums. The hornbill is very varied in 
species, and its habitats are as varied as its kinds, 
In the African ground-hornbill corax Abyssini- 
cus), the naked throat-pouch of male is scarlet, 
while in the female it is livid blue, and the plumage 
of the head and neck of the female of this species is 
wholly black. The bill and casque of the female are 
also smaller, and of a uniform pale colour, and the 
eonspicuous obliquely-transverse grooves upon the 
sides of the lower mandible are peculiar to the male 
sex, which is altogether a considerably more showy- 
looking bird than its mate. The fine and healthy 
specimen of this rare hornbill which may now be seen 
in the Zoological Gardens is, fortunately, of the 
masculine gender. In the Java, Chinese, and 
Malayan provinces of the Indian region the hornbills, 
of numerous species, are ex gly prominent and 
conspicuous inhabitants of the interminable forest 
jungle. In all, about fifty kinds of them are known, 
of which twenty-six are peculiar to Asia with its vast 
archipelago, and twenty to Africa. The largest and 
finest of the species, with the exception of the ano- 
malous ground-hornbill, are Asiatic. 

In India and Burmah the various species feed much 
upon the fruit of the nux vomica (Strychnos nux 
vomica), as noticed by Lieutenant Charles White, in 

the fourth volume of the“ Asiatic Researches,’’ pub- 
lished in 1795. What may be probably deemed 
the most extraordinary circumstance relating tb these 
curious birds,’’ remarks this writer, ‘‘is their feeding 
upon the пих vomica, This is a point which I have 
been able clearly to ascertain. One of these birds, 
purchased by Captain John Campbell, was opened, 
by his orders, before several respectable gentlemen at 
Midnapore; and in its craw (stomach) were found 
several seeds of the nux vomica. As this appeared 
to me a 8 of great curiosity, I asked the 
bird-catchers what these birds fed upon. They very 
particularly mentioned a fruit called coochla 
(kutchila). Agreeably to my directions, they brought 
it to me. It was about the size of a lime (ог small 
orange), of an orange colour, with a very hard skin, 
shining and almost smooth, and it contains a pulpous 
substance, distinct and separate from the husk. 
Conversing since with a man who has seen great 
numbers of these. birds, I inquired of him what they 
fed upon. He said, sometimes upon the berry of the 
peepul-tree (Ficus indica), but that the food they ha 
affected most, and with which they were most de- 
lighted, was the coochla, which, he said, was to be 
had in any bazaar. He brought me some of it, and 
it proved to be the true nux vomica, which is pro- 
dnced from the fruit above mentioned. The pulpous 
substance drying, leaves one, two, or sometimes three 
of the flat seeds which are known as the nux 
vomica." It is from these seeds that the ener- 
getically-poisonous alkaloid termed Є strychnine"' is 
obtained; but the birds that swallow E ағыу 
orange-like fruit eject the seeds afterw by the 
mouth. As the botanist Dr. Roxburgh remarks, 
„The pulp of the fruit seems perfectly innocent, as 
it is greedily eaten by many sorts of birds.“

Gardening Operations. 


(From the “ Gardener’s Magazine") 
=: 
FRAMES. 

Sow various annuals, in the way of balsams, globe 
amaranthus, portulacas, cockscombs, phlox Drum- 
mondi, ipomceas, thunbergias, browallias, schizan- 
thuses, stocks, собазаз, Jophospermums, acrocliniums, 
and maurandias.  Ventilate freely after the plants 
are up to keep them stocky, Continue the propaga- 
tion of bedding plants, and give plenty of air to all 
hardy subjects in frames, Auriculas are now start- 
inginto growth, Top-dress at once, 

FLOWER GARDEN. 


Sow some of the hardy annuals in pans to get them 
forward for planting out. Californian annuals, such 
as Clarkias, godetias, eschscheltzias, viscarias, ne- 
mophilas, candytufts, &c., may be sown in the 
borders where they are to bloom. Sow in circles, and 
thin out when large enough. < 

FRUIT GARDEN. 

Pruning and nailing of wall-trees must be finished 
off as quickly as possible. Protecting materials 
should be put over those coming into bloom. Hay- 
thorn's hexagonal netting answers as an effective 
protector. The old fish-nets, which are offered for a 
trifle, if put on double, answer admirably. 

Scions for grafting must be heeled in. It is too 
early to begin grafting; but the scions will take 
much better if heeled in for a few weeks, to enable 
the stocks to get in advance of them. Plantations 
of strawberries formed last autumn should have a 
good treading between the rows, to mgke the soil firm 
about the roots. A coat of manure spread over the 
ground will also be beneficial. 

KITCHEN GARDEN. 

Sow a bed of Brussels sprouts in a sheltered corner, 
to furnish an early supply in the autumn. Get the 
beds ready for the main sowing of onions at once. 
Transplant the autumn-sown ones to a well-manured 
bed, if extra large specimens are required. Stick 
and earth-up advancing crops of peas. All that are 
planted out from boxes should have a few branches 
of fir to form a shelter from frost and wind. Plant 
the main early crop of potatoes. Select a warm 
quarter; a south border is preferable. ^ Veitch's 
prolific ash-leaved kidney is the best cropper of the 
ashleaf varieties. ' ;
